An 89-year-old woman 
war veteran escaped 
with her life after a fire 
broke out in her kitchen. 

Vivienne Webb, who 
lives on her own in 
Northampton, served for 
three years as a WREN 
Air Mechanic and met 
her late husband while 
serving, who was also in 
the air force. 

A week before the fire, 
Poppy Calls, the group 
run by The Royal British 
Legion which helps 
vulnerable ex-service 
members to maintain 
the safety of their homes, 
fitted two smoke alarms 
and fixed several electri¬ 
cal sockets. 

Mrs Webb is visually 
impaired so the alarms 
would help to make sure 
she would be alerted 
quickly in the event of 
the fire. 

Just one week later on 
Wednesday, February 5 a 
blaze broke out in the 
kitchen as she acciden¬ 


tally left a tea towel on 
the stove. 

She was asleep in the 
living room when she 
heard the alarms and 
went into the kitchen to 
find it full of toxic smoke. 

She dialled 999 and 
called the fire brigade 
who put the fire out. 

Her daughter, Jackie 
Kitchen said: “Yes I think 


she was very lucky as she 
was probably dozing off 
on the sofa. 

“When I called her she 
told me she could not 
talk as the fire brigade 
was here. 

“I did panic when I 
heard and rushed 
around. I am very happy 
the work was carried out 
as it saved her life.”

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Cyber crime is 


REPORTER Lawrence John spoke to 
assistant chief constable, Russ Foster 
about the threat cyber crimes pose 
to both young and old in the county 



Cyber crime is the new war being 
fought by Northamptonshire Police. 

As a result the county’s force is 
urging people to take simple steps 
to stay safe online. 

Assistant Chief Constable Russ 
Foster, the region’s lead officer for 
cyber crime said this type of crime 
was perpetrated against the public 
on the internet. 

He described the 21st century 
modus operandi cyber crimes as 
including stalking, harassing and 
bullying but also fraud and identity 
theft. 

Mr Foster said: “There is an 
increasing threat of cyber crime on 
the internet. 

“There is also the exploitation of 
children through the sharing of 
images and speaking to them 
through internet chat rooms. 

“Sexploitation of children starts 
when someone speaks to then using 
a pseudonym and starting a rela¬ 
tionship on line. 

“It then leads to them arranging to 
meet up and then they could be 


a 21st century problem 


physically or sexually assaulted. 

“There are danger inherent to the 
internet for children and we hope 
parents can spot this threat. 

“Parents should look at the securi¬ 
ty and privacy settings and be 
aware of the history of which web¬ 
sites their children have been visit¬ 
ing. 

“They should speak to friends and 
make sure they keep their security 
setting high and get a anti-virus 
package which is updated regularly. 

“If a photograph ends up going on 
Facebook it can end up anywhere. 

Very often parents don’t realise 
what’s going on and I urge them to 
step up to the mark in protecting 
their children. It can be hard for 
people to accept that some people 
online have bad intentions but 
sadly it can be the case. 

“I ask people to be proactive and 
to take the steps listed below to pro¬ 
tect against online abuse, fraud, 
identity theft, viruses and many 
other problems encountered 
online.” 

Watch your back 

“Whenever you’re about to post 
something online, pause and just 
imagine someone in authority, 
someone you respect, reading that 
post or looking at that photo. 

“If that feels uncomfortable, don’t 
do it. 

“Consider setting up a separate, 
personal email account to use with 
social media sites, rather than using 
your work, or even your main per¬ 
sonal email. Remember, only con¬ 
nect to people you know.” 


“The other issue revolves around 
unsolicited e mails from people you 
do not know. 

“People should be careful and 
delete any messages from anyone 
they do not know. 

“If they open the spam email it 
could have access to your bank 
account and personal details. 

“Adults should be careful to espe¬ 
cially of they go on dating websites. 

“They should always tell someone 
where they are going and leave a 
contact number.” 

Advice from police includes: 

Check your settings. Use the privacy 
and security settings on social 
media sites so only friends and fam¬ 


ily can see your pages. 

Speak to friends and family so 
they tighten their privacy settings 
too as they could affect you. 

Even if your account is locked as 
private, personal information you 
have shared with others could still 
be accessed through their pages. 

If you are a parent or child who 
would like to report suspicious 
online behaviour, contact Childline 
or the Child Exploitation and 
Online Protection Centre.

Northampton 




St Andrew’s Church was built circa 1100 
and boasts a Royal charter dating from 
1165. It forms part of the Parish of Billing 
with All Saint’s Little Billing and The Ark.

Quinton House School is situated in the 
Grade I listed building, Upton Hall. The 
hall dates back to the medieval period 
with many alterations taking place in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth century.

County helping 
flooded regions

Northamptonshire has 
sent 72,000 filled sand¬ 
bags and specialist fire 
service equipment to 
communities hit by 
flooding across the 
country after a massive 
aid effort co-ordinated 
by Northamptonshire 
County Council. 

During the last week 
the authority has been 
working in partnership 
with MGWSP, the British 
Army, The RAF, Kettering 
Borough Council, Corby 
Borough Council, East 
Northamptonshire 
District Council and JDE 
Excavations to send the 


bags to Hampshire, 
Surrey and Berkshire. On 
top of this the county’s 
fire and rescue service 
have deployed two 
specialist teams to 
Surrey and Royal 
Berkshire to support the 
ongoing flood situation. 

Specialist water rescue 
and boat crews, plus a 
4x4 and truck, were 
deployed to Chertsey, 
and the high volume 
pump was delivered to 
Oxfordshire then moved 
to Berkshire to deal with 
high water levels there. 

The fire and rescue 
service is continuing to 
work with national resil¬ 
ience colleagues to offer 
additional resources if 


required. Cllr JimHarker, 
leader of the county 
council said: “It was very 
obvious some areas of 
the country were severe¬ 
ly struggling to provide 
enough sandbags. 

“We knew this was 
something we could help 
with and the speed in 
which everyone got 
involved with the relief 
effort was superb. 

Chief fire officer, 
Martyn Emberson, 
added: “our firefighters 
are trained to help the 
community in times of 
need and are always very 
willing to respond when 
the call for help is made, 
whether in our county or 
wider afield.” 


‘We will learn from UK storms’ 


The county’s flood plans will 
be reviewed following the 
flooding in Somerset, Surrey 
and Hampshire. 

The aim is to learn from 
what has happened in these 
counties to ensure that the 
emergency services have a 
plan in place if Northamp¬ 
tonshire was hit once again. 

Matt Hoy, emergency plan¬ 
ning manager at the county 
council, said: “We are 
always revising our plan and 
do so every couple of years. 

“Last December the 
Environment Agency 
produced new flood maps 
which show the areas which 
are under threat of flooding 
or where standing water will 
appear. 

“I look after all the 
response plans to flooding. 



“It is all about how we 
co-ordinate our response. 

“We are learning what is 
going on and our plan is 
evolving as we make it 
better.” 

There are three levels of 
command; gold, silver and 
bronze. 

Matt said: “Gold is the 


level where the strategy is 
formed with people like the 
assistant chief constable, 
the silver would be police 
superintendent and my level 
and bronze is the gradual 
day-to-day running of 
operations. 

“We have supported a 
number of agencies across 
the country where flooding 
has happened as we never 
know in the future when we 
will need help.” 

Matt explained that after 
the floods in 1998, 
Northampton is now one of 
the best defended towns. 

He added: “We work with 
all the agencies like health, 
police and fire service. 

“As soon as we know there 
is a problem we will make 
any requests necessary.”

‘No evidence’ to predict baby’s death, says report 


THE head of a children’s safe¬ 
ty board said it pained him to 
say nothing could have been 
done to stop the death of 
Jamie Kightley.

Budget will influence 
council’s spending 
plans for next 20 years 

Next week the Borough Council 
will set the budget for 2014/15 but 
more importantly it will influence 


the Borough Council’s spending 
plans for the next 20 years. 

Cllr Mackintosh wants the 
public to think that everything is 
OK as there is no increase in 
Council Tax and the budget is 
balanced over the next 12 months. 

This is a legal requirement and 
so the public should not expect 
anything else. 

Readers may wonder why I say 
that this budget will influence the 
Borough Council’s spending plans 
for the next 20 years. The council 
plans to borrow an eye watering 
£9 million next year and this is 
being financed by loans over a 20 
year period. The interest charges 
and repayments will be a mill¬ 
stone around the Borough Council 
until 2033 and this will constrain 
future Borough Council adminis¬ 
trations to deliver services to the 
residents of Northampton. 

As an example, the apparent 
£3 million cost of opening up 
Abington Street to traffic will in 
fact cost £6 million as a result of 
having to pay back £300k a year 
over the next 20 years. The impact 
of this level of borrowing can be 
seen in the report to Cabinet 
which shows interest payments of 
£2,759 in a few years’ time 
accounting for over 10 per cent of 
the council’s resources. 

Cllr Mackintosh has seen the 
projected shortfall in 2018/19 of 
over £5 million and this a direct 
result of the Conservatives’ 
approach to the Borough finances 
of spend now and leave it to some¬ 
one else to sort out. In three years’ 
time, you will not be able to 
recover the money wasted digging 


up Abington Street; the only 
solution will be to cut services to 
close the deficit. 

The Conservatives could do the 
right thing for Northampton 
residents, which is to shelve the 
plan to borrow millions of pounds 
for projects that the public don’t 
want and instead concentrate on 
protecting services. Or they can 
plunge the council into debt, 
financing projects which they 
hope will help their electoral 
chances in 2015 when there will 
be local and national elections. 

I think that residents want 
services rather than debt.

A 55-year-old man was 
airlifted to hospital on 
Monday morning after 
collapsing at an industrial 
estate in Wellingborough.

Emergency Care Practitioner, 
but still required a swift 
transfer to the nearest major 
trauma centre. 

He was immobilised before 
being flown to University 
Hospitals Coventry & 
Warwickshire for further 
treatment. 

His condition throughout 
the flight was stable. The 
crew arrived at the hospital at 



about 11.12am, just 28 
minutes after landing at the 
industrial estate. 

WNAA believes its patients 
should be able to reach 
specialist treatment no 
matter where they are taken 
ill. The sooner they reach the 
most relevant hospital for 
their injuries /symptoms the 
greater their chance of 
survival and recovery.

Grandparents hope

A couple's worst nightmare 
came true this week when 
they were told they were 
being extradited to the USA. 

Paul and Sandra Dunham, 
a married couple in their late 
50s, will be taken to 
Maryland to face charges, 
with the possibility of 
months behind bars waiting 
for trial and the prospect of 
years in jail if found guilty. 

They are currently explor¬ 
ing whether there are 
grounds to take the case to 
Supreme Court. Otherwise 
the extradition will proceed. 

Paul, 58, and Sandra, 57, 
say their lives have been 
ruined and they have been 
brought to their knees by an 
extradition system which 
allows British citizens to be 
easily plucked out of the UK 
by American courts. 

The charges relate to dis¬ 
puted business expenses 
claims when the couple 
worked for an American 
company. They say they are 
without merit. 

Paul Dunham said: “We’ve 
been totally let down. 
Neither our government nor 
courts can see the injustice 
of sending innocent British 
citizens thousands of miles 
away to be jailed pre-trial 



without having examined a 
shred of evidence in the 
case. Without the Supreme 
Court or Europe’s interven¬ 
tion, we’re yesterday’s peo¬ 
ple. Our lives are shattered. 
The cruelty of this injustice 
is too much to bear. Unless 
someone intervenes at the 
11th hour, we’ve lost our 
wealth, health, liberty and, 
likely, our lives - all due to 
one man’s vindictiveness 
and the complicity of our 
extradition legislation. It’s a 
monumentally sad day for 
Sandra and me, and for 
those who follow us on this 
conveyor-belt to the US.” 

The couple will now have 
14 days to see if they have 
enough grounds to lodge an 


appeal to the High Court for 
the case to be sent to 
Supreme Court. 

If they decide there’s not 
enough grounds, they will 
turn to their last resort, the 
European Court of Human 
Rights. 

If that becomes unsuccess¬ 
ful, they will be put on a 
plane and extradited to the 
USA within the next 27 days, 
where they will be put in 
separate jails until they face 
trial. 

Michael Evans, of Kaim 
Todner Ltd, the Dunhams’ 
solicitor, said: “There were 
two simple steps the courts 
could have taken to relieve 
some of the suffering from 
my clients - refusing their

taking place within the space 
of seven hectic days and at the 
end of that week, the Cobblers 
will have a much better idea 
about whether they will stay in 
the Football League next year. 

“The majority of our games 
are at home and we need to 
make it a fortress again like it 
was last year for the club and 
the team,” said Carter. 

“There is no reason why it 
can’t be and it baffles us a bit 
that our record at home is so 
bad. But we are where we are 
and we have to turn it around. 

“Everyone is pulling in the 
right direction, everyone is 
together. 

“Everyone wants to get out of 
this hole that we’re in. 

“We’ll have to do it together, 
it’s not going to be individuals, 
it’s going to be everyone 
together. 

“There’s a determination in 
the team that we want to go 
and really set a marker for our¬ 
selves this week.” 

Carter added that psycho¬ 
logical problems may have 
held the Cobblers back on the 
pitch so far this term. 

“I think as the season has 
gone on it’s been psychologi¬ 
cal,” he said. 

“There were games where we 
dominated for large periods 
and we should have seen them 
out, but we’ve ended up draw¬ 


ing or losing. We’ve got to get 
over that hurdle mentally.” 

Weather is another factor 
that has not always been kind 
to the Cobblers, especially at 
Sixfields where wind and 
storms have made life difficult 
in recent weeks. 

“Conditions in the last cou¬ 
ple of home games haven’t 
helped us and the pitch has 
been very heavy,” said Carter.

Manager Chris Wilder, who 
saw his side slip up 2-0 at 
Fleetwood this weekend, is 
also aware of the importance 
of the run as he bids to prevent 
his new club from sliding into 
non-league football.

Northants Cricket’s Ben Duckett is hoping 
to be fit for England U19’s World Cup quar¬ 
ter final with India after injury ruled him 
out of the final two group games of the 
tournament. 

The wicket-keeper was in spectacular 
form in England’s opening win over hosts 
United Arab Emirates but a groin injury 
then forced him to sit out as the youngsters 
battled against Sri Lanka and NewZealand. 

Against the UAE, Duckett smashed 83 off 
80 balls as England finished on an impos¬ 
ing total of 315 for 8. 

He was finely supported by Ed Barnard 
who scored 93, as the pair put together a 
great partnership of 151 runs for the fourth 
wicket. 

In reply, UAE could only manage 102 as 
they lost by a mammoth 213 runs. 

England slipped up against Sri Lanka 
without Duckett, going down by one wicket 
in a tight contest. 

They recovered in their final group D fix¬ 
ture however, hammering New Zealand by 
115 runs, to set up the last eight clash with 
the Indians at the Dubai International 
Cricket Stadium on Saturday. Duckett 
hopes to shrug off his injury to play. 

Meanwhile, Northants trio Steven Crook, 
Muhammad Azhar Ullah and Jackson Bird 
have all not been selected in the Indian 
Premier League auction.

Saturday’s north west jaunt gave Chris Wilder 
a chance to prove he was worth his salt against 
Fleetwood, once home to the huge United 
Alkali brine pumping works, but it was the 
hosts who were thirstiest for goals. 

Promotion chasing Graham Alexander went 
gung ho after his side’s tame draw with 
Wycombe a week earlier whereas Wilder erred 
on the side of caution with a 4-5-1 formation. 

Playing one up front would have seemed sen¬ 
sible on the Cobblers’ tactics board with Wilder 
aware of the mental damage that a public 
spanking at Highbury would have on his play¬ 
ers. 

However, Northampton’s line-up took the 
edge off their ambush approach allowing 
Fleetwood’s attacking players to assert them¬ 
selves. 

Fleetwood is one of the most deprived areas 
in the UK after the decline of the fishing and 
chemicals industries, yet Fleetwood Town, 
bankrolled by Andy Pilley to the tune of £10 
million have the sort of bespoke group of qual¬ 


ity players that Northampton aspires to. 

The football club is one of the largest employ¬ 
ers in the area after Lofthouse’s, maker of 
Fisherman’s Friends lozenges. 

It wasn’t remedies for hacking coughs that 
were called for however with Alex Marrow’s 
hacking tackle earning him a caution on three 
minutes. 

The Cobblers had fallen foul of another injury 
in midweek meaning Ben Tozer came in at 
centre-back in place of the crocked Gregor 
Robertson, whilst Wilder dropped the forward 
pair of Emile Sinclair and Alan Connell in 
favour of lone striker John Marquis and an 
extra holding midfielder in Gary Deegan. 

It was a bold move as far as defensive line-ups 
go but the Cobblers suffered from the hesitan¬ 
cy that comes with trying to corral your oppo¬ 
nents rather than take the game to them. 

Not that Fleetwood looked threatening in the 
opening twenty minutes as a Steven 
Schumacher low drive and a Mark Roberts 
header from a corner was as much as they 
could muster. 

But, on twenty three minutes, the Cobblers’ 
defence was caught for pace as Gareth Evans 
chased a Schumacher through-ball with the 
ex-Crewe youth holding off a tame Mathias 
Doumbe challenge to chip the ball over Duke 
for the opener. 

Fleetwood play the Captain Pugwash theme 
after every goal and the annoying ditty was 
reason enough for the Cobblers to press for an 
equaliser, which they nearly did two minutes 
later when Marquis forced a header that was 


kept out by Wales U21 goalkeeper Chris 
Maxwell. 

In truth, Millwall hold-up man Marquis cut 
an isolated figure with Fleetwood looking 
more likely to add to their lead. 

On thirty-six minutes, Jon Parkin collected a 
high ball on the drop and curled a cross invit¬ 
ingly for the head of Jamaican striker Jamille 
Matt but the ex-Kidderminster forward, for 
whom Fleetwood outbid the Cobblers, could 
only head wide on the diagonal. 

The travelling Northampton faithful laughed 
but Matt was a threatening presence, alongside 
highly rated Antoni Sarcevic and the free run¬ 
ning Gareth Evans whilst Parkin’s frame sug¬ 
gested that he would gobble up a treat if enough 
were put under his nose. 

A young John Lennon used to holiday in 
Fleetwood and Wilder urged his side to come 
together as Emile Sinclair replaced nowhere 
man Antonio German to help the Cobblers 
attack. 

Sinclair could have promptly scored but 
dragged his shot wide and then a sixty-fourth 
minute shot from Leon McSweeney was 
blocked by Nathan Pond. 

Matt Duke made mistakes against Plymouth 
but showed good shot-stopping skills when 
blocking a close range prod from Matt on sixty- 
seven minutes. 

Alan Connell’s introduction provided more 
attacking menace but it was dithering at the 
back that undid the Cobblers completely. 

Ben Tozer decided to try and turn the on- 
running Sarcevic but lost out to the England C 


midfielder, who set free Parkin, enabling the 
forward to curl in a cross for Evans to secure 
his brace with a header. 

Perhaps Leon McSweeney was looking for the 
top of the Fleetwood Pharos lighthouse as the 
Cobblers’ right back was nowhere near his 
man. 

It is very easy to dismiss Fleetwood as 
Rushden and Diamonds mark II but the 
Cobblers can learn a lot from the Fylde Coast 
club after this defeat. 

Chairman Pilley has everything geared 
towards driving the club through the leagues. 
Home and away fans are treated well at 
Highbury in their fantastic bars and restau¬ 
rants (catered for by a local Michelin Bib 
Gourmand level eatery) with turnover going 
back into the club. 

The Highbury pitch is like a carpet and 
Fleetwood have announced plans for a sixteen 
pitch training complex at Poolfoot farm, some¬ 
thing the Cobblers players would salivate over. 

With the redevelopment completed, chair¬ 
man Cardoza will have to put the football side 
first, something that has gone awry with the 
club at the foot of the Football League. 

More pressing is the upcoming clash with 
Hartlepool. Wilder’s side will have to put in a 
far slicker performance if they want to match 
up to the oil-moneyed Pools who swept 
Newport aside 3-0 at the weekend.
